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Cardinal Gibbons has warmly recommended the 
campaign, which is now on, to enroll 10,000,000 mem- 
bers in the Red Cross Society. This campaign ends on 


Christmas Eve. Since the highest officials in the Red 


Cross are receiving no salary during war time, nearly 
all the money collected is expended for the relief of 
suffering wherever it exists at the battle-fronts. The 
individual membership fee is light, but with millions 
enrolied, a vast amount of real charity can certainly 
be done by the organization. 
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The Jews are now “driving” for $5,000,000 for 
war relief work among Hebrew children. There are 
fewer than 3,000,000 Jews in the United States, and 
their interest in the boys in khaki is more for racial 
than religious reasons. Yet their coreligionists are 
asked to raise a larger sum than the Knights of Co- 
lumbus, and they are having greater success in gath- 
ering the money. The Jews, like the Knights of Co- 
lumbus, are undertaking this work for their own boys 
primarily because of the discrimination exercised 
against them by the Y. M. C. A. Jacob Bitlikoef, 
speaking at a dinner at the Hotel Astor, New York, 
where the campaign to raise $5,000,000 was started, 
said: “The Y. ”M. C, A, cannot reach the souls of the 
Jewish soldiers, and the Jews must maintain their 
own religious organization.”
